Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week.

A By-law to Expropriate Certain Lands 
in the City of Victoria for Corporate 
Purposes and to Authorize the Ex- 
penditure of a Sum Not Exceeding 
$6,000 from the Tax Sale Lands 


Account. 


WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to 
acquire the hereinafter-described lands 
for general use in conjunction with the 
Victoria Civic Arena and for the purpose 
of the said Arena: 

And whereas, pursuant to section 502 
(3) of the “ Municipal Act,” being chap- 
ter 42 of the Statutes of British Columbia, 
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1957, as amended, the Municipal Council 
is empowered to expropriate real prop- 
erty for the aforesaid purposes: 

And whereas the sum payable by way 
of compensation in respect of the expro- 
priation of the hereinafter described lands 
is estimated to be the sum of six thousand 
dollars ($6,000): 

And whereas moneys have from time 
to time been received from the sale of 
real property and pursuant to section 303 
of the “Municipal Act,” being chapter 
42 of the Statutes of British Columbia, 
1957, have been duly set aside and cred- 
ited to a reserve fund known as the “ Tax 
Sale Lands Account ”: 

And whereas there is presently on hand 
in the said Tax Sale Lands Account the 
sum of forty-six thousand eight hundred 
ninety-six dollars and eighteen cents 
($46,896.18) in addition to all amounts 
previously authorized to be expended 
from the said account: 

And whereas it is provided by the 
aforesaid section 303 that where sinking 
funds on hand are equal to or greater 
than requirements it shall be lawful for 
the Council by by-law adopted by an 
affirmative vote of at least two-thirds of 
all the members thereof provide for the 
use of the moneys set aside as aforesaid 
and any interest earned thereon for ex- 
penditures of a capital or special nature, 
subject, nevertheless, to the approval of 
such by-law by the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, who may direct that before such 
approval is given the by-law shall receive 
the assent of the owner-electors: 

And whereas the Corporation’s indebt- 
edness consists entirely of serial deben- 
tures: 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council 
of The Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria enacts as follows:— 

1. That the following described lands 
and all the estate, right, title, and interest 
therein of any and all persons whomso- 
ever, save only Her Majesty the Queen, 
shall be and are hereby taken and expro- 
priated unto the sole and only use of The 
Corporation of the City of Victoria for- 
ever; that is to say, Amended Lot Nine 
(9) (D.D. 581731), Suburban Lot One (1), 
Victoria City, Plan Fourteen Hundred 
Fifteen (1415). 

2. That the sum of six thousand dol- 
lars ($6,000) be and the same is hereby 
appropriated from the above-recited Tax 
Sale Lands Account, and the Comptroller- 
Treasurer of the Corporation is hereby 
authorized to pay the same to the person 
or persons entitled thereto as and for 
compensation for the lands hereby taken 
and expropriated. 

3. That the aforesaid lands shall be 
used in connection with the Victoria Civic 
Arena. 

4. This by-law may be cited as the 
“ Victoria Civic Arena Expropriation and 
Tax Sale Moneys Expenditure By-law, 
1958.” 

Passed by a two-thirds majority of all 
the members of the Municipal Council 
the 28th day of August, a.p. 1958.

THE CORPORATION OF THE DIS-

By-law No. 1637 











A By-law to Acquire by Expropriation 
for Highway Purposes a Portion of 
Land Lying North and West of Scott 
Road, between Old Yale Road and 
the Point of Turn in Scott Road 
Lying to the South and West of 
Tannery Road and Being Approxi- 
mately 33 Feet in Width. 


WHEREAS pursuant to section 511 of 
the “Municipal Act” of the Province of 
British Columbia, 1957, the Council of 
‘Lhe Corporation of the District of Surrey 
has seen fit by by-law to expropriate real 
property within its municipal boundaries 
for the purpose of widening a road: 

And whereas it has been brought to the 
attention of the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the District of Surrey 
that the property described herein, and as 
shown outlined in red on sketch attached 
hereto, lies adjacent to Scott Road, along 
its north-westerly side, between Old Yale 
Road and the turn in Scott Road, west- 
erly of the Tannery Road: 

And whereas the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the District of Surrey 
has deemed it advisable to acquire the 
land herein described for the purpose of 
widening Scott Road, and for other pur- 
poses within section 511 of the “Munici- 
pal Act” as aforesaid: 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council 
of The Corporation of the District of 
Surrey, in open meeting assembled, enacts 
as follows:— 

1. Pursuant to section 511 and subject 
to sections 476 to 501, inclusive, of the 
“Municipal Act” of the Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the District of Surrey 
hereby expropriates all that property 
within The Corporation of the District 
of Surrey, in the Province of British Co- 
lumbia, and being more particularly 
known and described as that portion of 
Section Nineteen (19), Block Five (5) 
North, Range Two (2) West, containing 
two decimal point thirteen (2.13) acres, 
more or less, and lying north and west- 
erly of Scott Road, New Westminster 
District, as shown outlined in red on plan 
attached hereto. 

2. This by-law may be cited for all 
purposes as the “Scott Road Widening 
Expropriation By-law 1958, No. 1637.” 

Read a first and second time on the 
25th day of August, A.D. 1958. 

Passed by the Council on the 25th day’ 
of August, A.D. 1958.
